^o'endeavour to disseminate the impression that 
these radical discrepancies between the North and 
South originate in, or are confined to, political dis¬ 
tinctions, is, grossly and wickedly, to deceive the 
people. The Slavery question has assumed an im¬ 
portance paramount tothe fealty of party obligations. 
Whigs and Democrats in the North express their in¬ 
vincible determination lo adhere to the Wilmot pro¬ 
viso; Whigs and Democrats in the Souih scorn, dis¬ 
avow, and repudiate the contemplated restriction.— 
In Maine as in Massachusetts, we find the sentiment 
of hostility to Slavery predominating. It may take

All deny distinctly 
and unequivocally the right of the North to meddle 
with us. All assert our constitutional privilege to 
emigrate with our properly wherever we please — 
All refuse to acknowledge that the power which the 
North may possess in Congress to disfranchise or 
wronv the South, confers the right of so doing, or 
carries with it the correlative obligation of obedt- 

en The°se n are* l | l he opinions of the North and South, 
and the proceedings of the last Congress foresha¬ 
dowed them clearly enough, even on the mere theory

accountame Being, ts it not snoemng to our best teel- 
iogs to coosider what an awful responsibility he has 
assumed in depriving his fellow-creatures of their 
just rights, by arrogating to himself a right to con¬ 
trol not ooiy their bodies, but tothe extent of his 
power, their minds also ; when we recollect the in¬ 
junction that Christ laid opon his disciples, “ to do 
nolo all men as they would be done unto,” we fee! 
that great indeed must be the guilt incurred by the 
slaveholders. And while we deeply deplore the 
evil, we would exhort all our members to a faithful 
discharge of their several doties, in doing whatever 
they find to be required of them. 

The spirit of Christ or the light within, is a pecu¬ 
liar tenet or distinguishing principle on which our 
society was gathered, and we earnestly exhort all to 
examine well by that spirit, ail their movements, 
that they be not, on the one band, excited to step 
beyond its influence, or on tbe other to maintain lhat 
indifference to tbe calls of humanity wbicb evinces 
a similar want of adherence to this illuminating 
principle. Remembering those in bonds as being 
bound with them, was an injunction given by tbe 
apostle to the brethren of his lime. We apprehend 
the injunction peculiarly adapted to the situation ol 
tbe slave at the present day; bis condition is produc¬ 
ing much excitement in the public mind, and we re¬ 
joice that such is the case.

But have we done it? have we carried out tbe 
work so laudably commenced by our predecessors 
with a surrounding public sentiment in favour of 
Slavery; they stood as devoted advocates of the 
right of all to liberty. Instead of referring to 
those of them who for a time held slaves, or justi¬ 
fied its continuance for any period, as an example 
for us, let us endeavour to carry forward the work 
which they commenced by liberating their own 
slaves, and labour with that assiduity which atten¬ 
tion to duly in this enlightened day would require, 
so long as a manacled human being remains within 
tbe sphere of our influence. Does not tbe slave sys¬ 
tem still exist with all its attendant horrors 1 Are 
not the dearest ties ol nature still real asunder ?
